2.2 WOLFEBORO MANUFACTURED HOUSING OVER- 
LAY DISTRICT (Added 1988) (Amended 1990) 


2.2.1 PURPOSE: It is the purpose of this Overlay District, 
as required by State Law, to afford reasonable opportunities 
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for the siting of manufactured housing in Wolfeboro by 
allowing manufactured housing in parks—arnd subdivisions 
on individually owned lots in most, but not all, land areas in 
districts zoned to permit residential uses within Wolfeboro. 


2.2.2 OVERLAY DISTRICT: This Article creates an overlay 
district such that all land contained in the Manufactured 
Housing Overlay District shall also be located in some other 
zoning district. Permitted uses for land located in this dis- 
trict shall be those allowed in this district and those allowed 
in the underlying district. 


2.2.3 DEFINITION OF MANUFACTURED HOUSING: 
Manufactured Housing means any structure, transportable 
in one or more sections, which, in the traveling mode, is 
eight (8) body feet or more in width and forty (40) body feet 
or more in length, or when erected on site, is three hundred 
twenty (820) square feet or more, and which is built on a 
permanent chassis and designed to be used as a dwelling 
with or without a permanent foundation when connected to 
required utilities, which include plumbing, heating, and elec- 
trical heating systems contained therein. “Manufactured 
Housing” shall not include pre-site built housing as defined 
in RSA 674:31 a.

5.2 SHOREFRONT RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT 

The purpose of this district is to maintain the integrity of 
existing shorefront residential developments and protect the 
shorefront from over-development. Further, the district 
implements the standards of the New Hampshire Shoreland 
Protection Act,RSA 483-B. The Shoreland Protection Act 
recognizes that the shorelands of the State of New 
Hampshire are among its most valuable and fragile natural 
resources, and that the protection of these shorelands is 
essential to maintain the integrity and exceptional quality of 
the state’s public waters. 


A. Dimensional controls. Dimensional controls shall be 
as follows:

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buffer shall be to protect the quality of public waters 
by minimizing erosion, preventing siltation and _tur- 
bidity, stabilizing soils, preventing excess nutrients 
and chemical pollution, maintaining natural water 
temperatures, maintaining a healthy tree canopy and 
understory, preserving fish, bird and wildlife habitat, 
and respecting the overall natural condition of the 
protected shoreland. 

(B) A vegetation plan shall be required prior to any lot 
improvement that includes the removal of regulated 
vegetation. The plan shall include: 

a. An inventory, either by plan or by photographs, of 
all regulated vegetation. The inventory shall 
include: location, size and health of the regulated 
vegetation. 

b. Proposed landscape plan that complies with sub- 
section (D) 1-4, as listed below. 

(C) All new structures within the protected shoreland 
shall be designed and constructed in accordance 
with rules adopted by the DES pursuant to RSA 541- 
A, relative to terrain alteration under RSA 485-A:17. 
for controlling erosion and siltation of public waters, 
during and after construction. 

New structures within the protected shoreland shall 

be designed and constructed to prevent the release 

of surface runoff across exposed mineral soils. 

An erosion and sediment control plan shall be 

required for improved, developed or subdivided land 

within the protected shoreland whenever the 
improvements, development or subdivision causes 
the disturbance surface area. 


(D) Within the natural woodland buffer of the protected 
shoreland under conditions defined in RSA 483-B:9, V 
the following prohibitions and limitations shall apply: 
(1) Not more than a maximum of 50 percent of the 

basal area of trees, and a maximum of 50 percent 
of the total number of saplings shall be removed 


for any purpose in a 20-year period. A healthy, 
well-distributed stand of trees 
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saplings, shrubs and ground covers and their living, 
undamaged root systems shall be left in place. 
Replacement planting with native or naturalized species 
may be permitted to maintain the 50 percent level. 

(2) Trees, saplings, shrubs and ground covers which 
are removed to clear an opening for building con- 
struction, accessory structures, septic systems, 
roadways, pathways, and parking areas shall be 
excluded when computing the percentage limita- 
tions under section 7.b.(1). 

(3) Dead, diseased, unsafe or fallen trees, saplings, 
shrubs, or ground cover may be removed. Their 
removal shall not be used in computing the per- 
centage limitations under section 7.b.(1). 

(4) Stumps and their root systems which are located 
within 50 feet of the reference line shall be left 
intact in the ground, unless removal is specifically 
approved by the department through the division 
of water, pursuant to RSA 482-A. 


F. Existing Nonconforming Buildings, Uses, and Lots 

(1) Not withstanding Article 3.3 of this Ordinance, buildings 
and uses existing prior to the date on which this Article — 
was enacted may be continued, provided that such | 
building or use shall not be expanded to encroach fur- 
ther into the setbacks. 


(2) Where an existing building within the setbacks is demol- 
ished, destroyed or in need of extensive repair, it may be 
rebuilt, provided that: 


(A). Such building is started within one (1) year of the | 
event causing destruction.

(3) The addition to or erection of a building into the shore- 
front setback, up to 30 feet from the shoreline, may be 
permitted by Special Exception if the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment finds that such exception complies with all 
other applicable requirements set forth in Article 6.1, 
SPECIAL EXCEPTION CRITERIA, and with each of the 
following: 


(A) The lot upon which the exception is sought was 
an official lot of record, as recorded in the Carroll 
County Registry of Deeds, prior to March 1988. 


(B) A Single Family Dwelling Unit, with a footprint up 
to fifty (50) percent of the permitted lot coverage, 
cannot be constructed within the limits of the 
required setbacks because of at least one of the 
following constraints:

ARTICLE 7: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one hundred fifty thousand dollars 
($150,000) for the removal and replacement of the chiller 
unit. Said sum to be in addition to any federal, state, or pri- 
vate funds made available therefore; and in accordance 
with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance Act, to autho-

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such bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon and the maturity and other terms for this purpose.

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TOWN OF WOLFEBORO 
MINUTES, FIRST SESSION, FEBRUARY 6, 2001 
AND 
MARCH 13, 2001 ELECTIONS 


The first session for the Town of Wolfeboro was held on 
February 6, 2001 at the Kingswood Regional High School 
auditorium commencing at 7:00 RM. The Moderator called 
the meeting to order and explained the rules he would be 
following for this meeting and explained the amendment 
process to the voters. The Moderator introduced the 
Budget Committee members, Board of Selectmen, Town 
Manager, Town Clerk and Town Department Heads. The 
Moderator explained that he would read each article in its 
entirety and then ask for a motion to move the article for dis- 
cussion. The Moderator explained that Articles 1 through 5 
would be voted on during the day on March 13, 2001. 


ARTICLE 6: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two million, two hundred forty-six 
thousand, two hundred dollars ($2,246,200) for the design 
and construction of water main replacement for the purpose 
of increasing fire flows and elevating water quality as rec- 
ommended in the Water System Capital Plan prepared by 
Wright-Pierce updated in October, 2000, said sum to be in 
addition to any federal, state or private funds made avail- 
able therefor; and in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, the 
Municipal Finance Act, to authorize the issuance of bonds 
or notes not exceeding two million, two hundred forty-six 
thousand, two hundred dollars ($2,246,200) for said pur- 
pose, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of 
interest thereon and the maturity and other terms for this 
purpose. (Recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen)(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The 
Moderator read the Article and called for a motion to move 
the Article. Motion made and seconded for discussion. 
The Moderator recognized Selectman Hatch who spoke in

Should this article be defeated the operating 
budget shall be $ 15,375,352, which is the same as last 
year with certain adjustments required by the previous 
action of the Town or by law or the governing body may 
hold one special meeting in accordance with RSA 40:13, X 
and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget 
only. The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and called 
for a motion to move the Article for discussion purposes. 
The Article was moved and seconded. The Moderator rec- 
ognized Louise Gehman who made the following amend- 
ment: “Il would like to make a motion to amend Article 6, 
Account no. 4415 by adding $1,000 to be used toward the 
operation of the Kingswood Youth Center.” Motion second- 
ed by Dennis Bean. The Moderator asked if there was any 
discussion on the Amendment as proposed. There being 
none the Moderator asked for a voice vote on the 
Amendment as proposed. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
and the Moderator announced that the bottom line of the 
budget is now $16,235,136.

purpose; and to authorize the Library Board of Trustees to 
accept gifts of money to be placed in such fund; and to fur- 
ther authorize the Board of Selectmen and the Library Board 
of Trustees as joint agents to expend. (Recommended by 
the Board of Selectmen)(Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety 
and called for a motion to move the Article. Motion made 
and seconded to move the Article for discussion purposes. 
There being no discussion, the Moderator announced that 
Article 13 would appear on the ballot as submitted. 


ARTICLE 14: To see whether the Town will vote to appro- 
priate the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) from the 
Town’s Fund Balance for engineering services for the 
replacement of the bridges and culverts on Pleasant Valley 
Road. (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read the Article in its entirety and called for a motion to 
move the Article. Motion made and seconded to move the 
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Article for discussion purposes. The Moderator recognized 
Curtis Pike who made a motion to amend the fifty thousand 
($50,000) to twenty thousand ($20,000). Motion seconded 
by John Burt for discussion. There being no discussion, the 
Moderator called for a voice vote on the proposed amend- 
ment. Voice vote was too close, so the Moderator asked 
the voters to utilize their yellow voting cards when asked to 
vote for or against the amendment. The vote was 45 to 27 
in favor of the amendment. The Moderator asked for further 
discussion on the Article. There being none, declared that 
the amendment was adopted and the amount of $20,000 
will appear on the ballot. 


ARTICLE 15: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of fifteen thousand dollars 
($15,000) from the Town’s Fund Balance for a site 
design/preliminary engineering for future improvements to 
Albee Beach, including but not limited to a permanent 
changing room facility/rest rooms and related site improve- 
ments. (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 15 in its entirety and called for a vote to move 
the Article for discussion purposes. Motion made and sec- 
onded to move Article 15 for discussion. A lengthy discus- 
sion followed. The Moderator asked for further discussion 
on the Article. There being none, declared that Article 15 
would appear on the ballot as submitted. 


ARTICLE 16: To see whether the Town will vote to estab- 
lish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 
35:1 for architectural/engineering and construction of a 
replacement Parks and Recreation building utilized by the 
public at Foss Field, and to raise and appropriate the sum 
of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) from the Town’s Fund 
Balance for this purpose; and to further authorize the Board 
of Selectmen as agent to expend. (Recommended by the 
Board of Selectmen)(Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and 
called for a motion to move the Article for discussion pur- 
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poses. Moved and seconded for discussion. There being 
no discussion, the Moderator declared that Article 16 would 
appear on the ballot as submitted. 


ARTICLE 17: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of fifteen thousand dollars 
($15,000) from the Town’s Fund Balance for a site 
design/preliminary engineering for the purpose of consoli- 
dating the outbuildings used for Park & Recreation mainte- 
nance and public winter activities. (Recommended by the 
Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety 
and asked for a motion to move the Article for discussion 
purposes. Motion made and seconded to move the Article 
for discussion purposes. The Moderator recognized John 
Nichols who made a motion to amend the article by adding 
the words “at Abenaki” after the word “activities”. Motion 
seconded by Ronald Goodgame. A lengthy discussion on 
the Amendment followed. The Moderator asked for further 
discussion and there being none called for a voice vote on 
the Article as amended. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
and the Moderator declared the Amended Article would 
appear on the ballot. 


ARTICLE 18: To see whether the Town will vote to 
approve in accordance with RSA 41:11-a, a three (8) year 
lease beginning May 1, 2001 and an option for three (3) 
additional years beginning May 1, 2004 of the restaurant at 
the Town Docks to W J §, Inc., more commonly Known as 
Maddies on the Bay. (Recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety 
and called for a motion to move the Article for discussion 
purposes. Motion made and seconded to move the Article 
for discussion. Questions were asked regarding who WUS, 
Inc. was and how much money the Town would be receiv- 
ing from the rental. Selectman Hatch answered the ques- 
tions indicating that the bid was awarded to Mr. Ed Dunkel 
of Bittersweet Restaurant who presently leases it as 
Maddies on the Bay and that the Town receives a monthly 
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amount plus ten percent of his gross revenues. The 
Moderator asked for further discussion. Seeing none, the 
Moderator declared that Article 18 would appear on the bal- 
lot as submitted. 


ARTICLE 19: To see whether the Town will authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to sell or lease a portion or all of Town 
own property known as the Wolfeboro Business Park, Tax 
Map 161, Lot 14 and consisting of 27 acres, for private non- 
residential development. (Recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety 
and called for a motion to move the Article for discussion 
purposes. Motion made and seconded to move the Article 
for discussion. Discussion followed, with Selectman 
Ganem explaining the Article. The Moderator asked for fur- 
ther discussion on the Article and seeing none announced 
that Article 19 will appear on the ballot as submitted. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to recommend 
that the Board of Selectmen work with the State of New 
Hampshire Department of Transportation to authorize and 
install a three way traffic-signal light at the junction of Route 
28 and Route 109, a/k/a Pickering Corner. (Submitted by 
Petition) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and 
called for a motion to move the Article for discussion pur- 
poses. Motion made and seconded to move the Article for 
discussion. The Moderator recognized Mrs. Ganem who 
announced that she was one of the names on the petition 
and explained the reasoning behind the petition. Mrs. 
Ganem also made it clear that this was a non-binding 
Article and the results would show whether or not the peo- 
ple really want it and want the Town to work with the State. 
Further discussion followed. The Moderator asked for fur- 
ther discussion and there being none announced that 
Article 20 would appear on the ballot as submitted. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
entire length of Sleepy Hollow Road, as shown on the 
Planning Board approved Subdivision Plan dated March 22, 
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1988, registered at Carroll County Registry of Deeds, Plan 
Book 110 pages 39 and 40. The road way is further 
described in attachment A, on file at the Town Clerk’s 
Office. (Submitted by Petition) The Moderator read the 
Article in its entirety and called for a motion to move the 
Article for discussion purposes. Motion made and second- 
ed to move the Article for discussion.. A discussion fol- 
lowed. The Moderator asked for further discussion and 
seeing none announced that the Article would appear on 
the ballot as submitted. 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town, pursuant to RSA 31:3, will 
vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to recognize a col- 
lective bargaining unit comprised of the full time Fire Fighter 
and Officer positions of the Wolfeboro Fire-Rescue 
Department and make and enter into collective bargaining 
contracts with said bargaining unit concerning the terms and 
conditions of employment. (Submitted by Petition) The 
Moderator read the Article in its entirety and called for a 
motion to move the Article for discussion purposes. Motion 
made and seconded to move the Article for discussion pur- 
poses. A discussion followed . The Moderator asked for fur- 
ther discussion on the Article and seeing none, announced 
that Article 22 will appear on the ballot as submitted. 


ARTICLE 23: And to conduct any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting. The Moderator read the 
Article and asked if anyone had anything further to come 
before this meeting and recognized Selectman Hatch who 
Clarified the use of Albee Beach as being a public beach 
which was brought before the town meeting at the time of 
purchase and it was a unanimous vote that it be public and 
not privatized. The Moderator then recognized Mr. Ross , 
who proposed a sense of the meeting motion as follows: 
“We request that the Town of Wolfeboro publish financial 
information annually prior to the February deliberative ses- 
sion of town meeting, including revenues, expenditures, 
changes in fund balances, and fund balances for the general 
funds and for the enterprise funds. In addition to budget fig- 
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ures, the information shall include audited figures for the 
most recent available year and estimated figures for the year 
just completed. Actual expenditures shall be presented in a 
form, which is directly comparable to the proposed budget 
expenditures.” Motion seconded by Mr. Smart. A lengthy 
discussion followed. The Moderator called for a voice vote 
on the sense of the meeting on the proposed resolution. 
The voice vote was close, so the Moderator asked for the 
voters to respond with their voting cards. The result of the 
count was forty-six in favor and twenty-three against. The 
resolution passed. The Moderator asked for any further 
business to come before the meeting and recognized Mr. 
Arctander who announced that his recollection of what hap- 
pened at the time the Town bought Albee Beach differs from 
the one that’s been expressed. The Moderator recognized 
Mrs. Ganem who announced that she was on the committee 
that worked to acquire the Albee Beach and the vote was 
made at Town Meeting to make it a public beach. The 
Moderator asked for further discussion. There being none, 
the Moderator called for a motion to adjourn. Motion made 
and seconded to adjourn with the vote being unanimous. 


The meeting adjourned at 9:05 PM.

Independent Auditor’s Report 


To the Members of the 
Board of Selectmen 

Town of Wolfeboro 
Wolfeboro, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose 
financial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro as of and for 
the year ended December 31, 2000 as listed in the table of 
contents. These general purpose financial statements are 
the responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsi- 
bility is to express an opinion on these general purpose 
financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and the standards applicable 
to financial audits contained in Government Auditing 
Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United 
States. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
financial statements are free of material misstatement. An 
audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence sup- 
porting the amounts and disclosures in the financial state- 
ments. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by manage- 
ment, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reason- 
able basis for our opinion. 

The general purpose financial statements referred to 
above do not include the general fixed assets account 
group which should be included in order to conform with 
generally accepted accounting principles. As is the case 
with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, 
the Town of Wolfeboro has not maintained historical cost 
records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be 
recorded in the general fixed assets account group Is not 
known. 

In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial state- 
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ments of the omission described in the preceding para- 
graph, the general purpose financial statements referred to 
above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial 
position of the Town of Wolfeboro as of December 31, 2000, 
and the results of its operations and the cash flows of its 
proprietary fund types and nonexpendable trust funds for 
the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we 
have also issued our report dated March 19, 2001 on our 
consideration of the Town of Wolfeboro’s internal control 
over financial reporting and our tests of its compliance with 
certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts and 
grants. That report is an integral part of an audit performed 
in accordance with Government Auditing Standards and 
should be read in conjunction with this report in considering 
the results of our audit. 

Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opin- 
ion on the general purpose financial statements of the Town 
of Wolfeboro taken as a whole. The combining and individ- 
ual fund financial statements listed as schedules in the table 
of contents are presented for purposes of additional analy- 
sis and are not a required part of the general purpose finan- 
cial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro. Such information 
has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in 
the audit of the general purpose financial statements and, in 
our opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in 
relation to the general purpose financial statements taken 
as a whole.

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Selectmen’s Report - 2001 


The year 2001, for which this report is issued has been one 
that could be referred to as “a year of change and challenges”. 
The changes came in the form of the adoption of Wolfeboro’s 
first default budget. Selectmen were given two choices: to call 
another session of town meeting at which time a second pro- 
posed budget could be presented, or to accept the default 
budget. The calendar played a role in that decision. An effort to 
adopt another budget would require delays for hearings, 
notices and more voting sessions. By the time a new budget 
could be adopted (if in fact it passed) almost half the fiscal year 
would have gone by. 

Weather provided the proverbial two edged sword: the lack 
of snow at times during the year (especially the 2001-2002 
winter season) has reduced the amount of winter maintenance 
and plowing. Last winter however, provided a challenge. The 
roof at the Pop Whalen Arena suffered damage from heavy ice 
and snow loads, as did many large buildings throughout the 
state. It was a challenge to have the repairs made to assure the 
safety of its users. Time constraints were key, but the project 
was completed and the ice skating season began on time. 

Most of the year we performed a great deal of maintenance. 
A number of engineering studies were undertaken, and as a 
result, several projects appear on the 2002 warrant. 

The town did begin the refurbishing of the Armory building, 
and soon it will house the Municipal Electric Department. The 
MED this year also saw changes. A contract was entered and 
line construction and maintenance are now provided by NH 
Electric Co-Op. All other aspects of the operation remain the 
same, and Wolfeboro still enjoys the lowest electric rates in 
New Hampshire. 

We culminated agreements selling land at the Rt. 109-A 
Industrial Development area to Wolfeboro Oil Company. Soon, 
fuel storage tanks in the compact area of town, will be moved 
to their new site. 

Final papers were signed and the town now has the deed to 
a section of land that is part of the parking area near the tennis 
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courts at Foss Field. 

Shirley Ganem assumed some new committee assignments. 
She was named to represent the Board on the new Wolfeboro 
Airport Authority. She also served as a member of an ad-hoc 
committee to create a local public service TV broadcasting 
system on cable. Larry Keniston continues to represent the 
Board at the Chamber of Commerce, and the communications 
between the groups have never been better. 

Steps were made to get the town on the World Wide Web. 
soon, blank forms can be obtained, minutes of meetings read 
and complete reports downloaded via the internet. Email will 
make it easier for residents and non-residents alike to commu- 
nicate with town offices and departments. 

The town reassessed it’s emergency preparedness plans, in 
light of September 11, 2001. Officials joined with local hospital! 
and emergency personnel from the state and those in our 
neighboring communities to make certain we are ready should 
there ever be a need. 

It was another busy and productive year for Wolfeboro.

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2001 Planning Department Report 


The Planning Department has been busy this year with a 
wide range of projects and planning issues. This year included 
the Department hosting an Americorps Member to perform 
water quality work in the Lake Wentworth Watershed. This 
position was made possible by the generosity of the Lake 
Wentworth Association and through the efforts of the Lake 
Winnipesaukee Watershed Association. Sara Sand, Americorps 
Member, has been working to monitor and protect the Lake 
Wentworth Watershed since July. Her activities have included: 

e The development and implementation of a voluntary septic 

disposai system survey and dye test. 

e Shorefront development monitoring and erosion and sedi- 

ment control evaluation. 

e Hooper’s Brook (a tributary to Lake Wentworth) point and 

non-point pollution inventory. 

e Erosion and sediment control evaluation of the Cotton 

Valley Path during and after the construction of the project. 

e Aerial photograph inventory of the Lake Wentworth 

Watershed, focusing on potential point and non-point pol- 
lutions sources. 
Ms. Sand’s year 2002 work program includes: 

e The development of a grant for storm water sampling. 

e The development of a grant for point and non-point pollu- 

tion monitoring 

e The completion of the Water Resource Protection compo- 

nent of the Wolfeboro Master Plan. 

e Initiate a water quality-monitoring program for Back Bay.

2001 Annual Report 


In the capable hands of Tour Directors, Holly Sauer and 
Randy Chapman, and assisted by over 25 volunteers, the Clark 
House Museum Complex hosted visitors from far and near 
Monday through Saturday from July to Labor Day. Free pro- 
grams of historical interest continued at the Complex, including 
the addition of a successful antiques appraisal day. 

Members’ meetings, open free to the public, and featuring 
historical programs, were held the first Monday of the month 
from April through November at the Community Center on 
Lehner Street. 

In May the Society opened the Complex for 100 Carpenter 
School third-graders to tour the buildings and experience 
Wolfeboro’s earliest days. And the Firehouse Museum was re- 
opened September 29 for the private wedding of two members 
of a Connecticut fire department who had safely taken part in 
the World Trade Center rescue efforts following the truly his- 
toric tragedy of September 11. 

Throughout the year, members Chris Fipphen and Dorothy 
Tarr continued to respond to requests for historical information 
from our paper and photo archives, including providing photos 
for Community Bank & Trust Company’s annual calendar, 

Of special significance over the past year was the acquisi- 
tion of valuable archival material through the generous dona- 
tions of member David Bowers.

This paperback is selling well, 
and Bowers’ three-volume HISTORY OF WOLFEBORO also 
continues to be in demand. 

We thank the Town for its continued support in its annual 
programming stipend and the care and maintenance of the 
Complex buildings and grounds by Susan Glenn and her 
Department of Parks and Recreation staff. This partnership 
enabled the Society to complete its 76th year of fulfilling its 
mission of preserving and presenting Wolfeboro’s history. We 
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also thank the Wolfeboro Garden Club for their care of the 
Complex gardens and All Saints Episcopal Church for space 
for our Board meetings. 

The critical need for space is the greatest challenge the 
Society faces in its efforts to save Wolfeboro’s fragile artifacts 
and share them with the public, and was the major Society 
focus this year. At the November meeting, the membership 
unanimously approved the Board’s proposal to pursue building 
plans for a center at the Complex. The modest building would 
provide badly needed year-round climate-controlled space for 
collection storage, processing, and exhibit, a genealogy/ 
archives library, function space, and restrooms. The Society 
faces this challenge in the healthy position of having sustained 
a membership over 300 and with the fervent hope and trust 
that the Town and its people will continue their partnership in 
preserving Wolfeboro’s history by supporting this critical goal.

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Report of the Chairman of the 
Wolfeboro Police Commission 


Since my election as Police Commissioner 3 years ago, 
it is my opinion that one of the largest misconceptions the 
public has regarding the Police Commission is that we 
enforce the laws along with the Police Department. | would 
like to take a brief moment and clarify this. Each 
Commissioner is elected by the citizens of Wolfeboro to 
serve the citizens of Wolfeboro. We are elected to serve the 
people not to serve the Police Department. If any 
Commissioner does not perform the manner that the citi- 
zenry feel we should, then it should be apparent at election 
time. Our functions as a Commission include but are not 
limited to the hiring and firing of personnel, the setting of 
compensation for those personnel, reviewing and bringing 
forward budget proposals, reviewing and amending 
Standard Operating Procedures, just to name a few. 
Although we work closely with the Chief in many instances, 
we do not get involved in the day-to-day operation of the 
Department. That is what the Chief has been hired to do. 
That being said, the Wolfeboro Police Department has hon- 
est, hard working, dedicated men and women working for 
you. | have seen this from the inside first hand these past 
three years. | have tremendous respect for the officers and 
dispatchers and the jobs they do, day in and day out. The 
Police Department enforces the laws and the Commission 
oversees the Department and ensures that they operate 
honestly, ethically and in a professional manner. If the citi- 
zenry do not feel this is happening, the Police Commission 
is there for you to intervene and investigate what is going 
on. As we have seen in the newspapers this past year 
many things happen but with a Police Commission, the citi- 
zens have an avenue to air their dissatisfaction or apprecia- 
tion. 

Wolfeboro’s Police Department is your Police depart- 
ment. Not the Commissions, not the Board of Selectman’s, 
but the citizen’s of Wolfeboro. If you like it tell us. If you 
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would like to change something about it, let us know. The 
commission is here to serve the people. We meet the third 
Thursday of each month at 6:00 PM in the Community 
Center and the public is always welcome to attend. 

The year 2001 brought upon us many changes. The citi- 
zens decided we should operate on the default budget and 
the Police Department worked hard to stay with the wishes 
of the people, which it did. This was accomplished with 
what | believe was with little or no noticeable reduction of 
services. New programs were instituted, many through 
grant monies received. The largest grant and the one with 
the most impact is the School Resource Officer (SRO). 
Officer Chris Keaton was hired as the SRO and is being well 
received by students and faculty at the middle and high 
schools. The Department welcomed Officer Tom Riley fill- 
ing the vacant position. We are fortunate that he has decid- 
ed to join the team in Wolfeboro. As a Commission we 
have been reviewing and updating the Departments 
Standard Operating Procedures and will continue to do so 
in the coming year. 

As a Commission, it has been our pleasure to work 
closely with Chief Hill. Community Policing has been well 
received as we have heard many positive comments from 
the business community and private sector. Chief Hill has 
sought out federal and state grants and brought them for- 
ward to the commission for application. We have received 
approximately $185,000 in funds to assist and implement 
new programs for the town. We appreciate his efforts and 
look forward to our continued working relationship.

The Police Department and Emergency Dispatch Center 
experienced a busy year in 2001. Our efforts to assist a caller 
with a problem, regardless of the nature, have also generated 
many non-law enforcement calls. The ability to handle such a 
pressing workload is a credit to the officers and dispatchers. It 
is my sincere hope that you never have to call us for an emer- 
gency but if that need arises you are assured that there are 
dedicated/trained personnel available 24/7 that will assist. 

| am pleased to report that again this year we have seen a 
reduction in the more serious reported crimes. It is an accept- 
able premise that a proactive department has a direct relation- 
ship to crime reductions. Statistics do not show a true picture 
of the work we do but it does show that Wolfeboro is not “a 
sleepy little New England Town”.

As you can see this produces substantial work for a depart- 
ment of 11 officers and 5 dispatchers in 2001, and after 9-11 
we have been working often with a reduced force because of 
military call-ups. As you read this report, Officer (US Army 
Major) Dean Rondeau is serving his country in Kosovo and 
Officer (Water Specialties BM2) Jim O’Brien has completed 
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one deployment with the US Coast Guard and will be leaving 
us again for a second deployment in 2002. 

We welcomed a new officer this year to the Wolfeboro 
Police Department. Officer Tom Riley came to us from the 
CCSD and brought with him exceptional credentials. He holds 
an Associate Degree in Fire Science and a BS in Arson 
Investigation/Criminal Justice. He is a graduate of the NH 
Police Academy and has attended numerous other specialized 
schools. He has shown an exceptional ability to defuse stress- 
ful situations, uses good common sense in dealing with people 
and is what any Chief desires in a Police Officer. He will excel 
in his chosen profession and make a good team member. 

In 2000/2001 we were fortunate to receive survey informa- 
tion from the Wolfeboro Taxpayers Association, which showed 
a very good confidence level in the performance of Police 
Services. We also utilized a College Intern Position to seek 
input from the business community and also received very high 
marks. To continue our ability to insure we are extending 
exceptional service we now have a “running survey” on our 
WEB Site - Wolfeboropolice.com. Sgt. Seppo Lehto has spent 
substantial energy in developing our WEB Site and please take 
an opportunity to visit and enjoy the information available. 
Seeking input and working with the various formal and informal 
groups in our community allows us to see from their perspec- 
tive and insures that we “keep in touch” with the people we 
assist. 

Our department(s) understand that we are spending your 
money and we strive to offer as much service as possible with- 
in the budget we are given. Both the Police Commission and 
Budget Committee have been very supportive while also insur- 
ing there is no frills or waste. To supplement and reduce your 
tax load the department has been very successful in obtaining 
various Federal & State grants in the past two years, which 
directly off-set operational costs.

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Wolfeboro Fire-Rescue Department 
2001 Annual Report 


The members of the Wolfeboro Fire-Rescue Department 
have completed another year of service to the taxpayers, resi- 
dents and their guests. 

With the assistance of the Deputy Chief, the administrative 
duties as well as the day-to-day operations have been accom- 
plished much more efficiently. We have had the busiest year of 
all time with 880 calls, an increase of 117. This is approximate- 
ly a 23% increase over 2000; it has been very difficult to keep 
the station manned with two personnel at all times. Even with 
call personnel covering shifts there were numerous times when 
only one firefighter was on duty. During 2001, we applied for 
$174,000 in federal grants as part of the FIRE Act program, but 
were unsuccessful. 

The Town of Wolfeboro needs to address the lack of per- 
sonnel to handle all calls for aid. The national recognized stan- 
dard is for a minimum of four personnel to respond to inci- 
dents. 

We answered 880 calls in 2001: 


Box Alarms 64 Medical 349 
Box 2 1 M.V.A. 163 
Box 3 18 Other 284 


The department also provided many hours of public educa- 
tion including Fire Prevention Week in the schools, fire extin- 
guisher training, CPR classes, hazards in the home, fire safety, 
baby-sitters program and presentations to many community 
groups. These fire education programs were aided by the 
“GRANITE STATE NEWS,” and WASR radio. For this valuable 
community service we wish to thank them. 

The Fire Prevention/Code Division has dealt with many 
issues again this year so that our community will be as safe as 
possible. The Division administered 608 permits and inspec- 
tions in 2001. We must enforce all fire and life safety codes to 
insure the safety of all our residents and our guests. 

The 26 Fire-Rescue Department members attended 
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approximately 1384 hours of training in 2001. Department 
members put in 980.5 hours of outside training. Training topics 
attended were instructor development, firefighter 2 certifica- 
tion, rescue systems I, EMT recertification, EMS and first 
responder certification, infection control, building/fire code 
seminars, responding to terrorist attack, EMS/terrorist attack, 
incident management and control, and the regional EMS con- 
ference. 

Currently thirteen members are certified in both firefighting 
and EMS. Seven members are firefighter certified only and four 
members are EMS certified only. Two members have no certifi- 
cations.

We must continue to train to insure the safety of all fire-res- 
cue personnel and continue to provide a high level of service to 
the community. 

The Mechanical Division was very busy in 2001. Apparatus 
requires a high degree of maintenance to ensure safety and 
proper operation. Engine 3 was taken out of service in May due 
to frame failure, and we hope to replace it at the upcoming 
Town Meeting. 

| would like to take this opportunity to thank all of the other 
town departments for their support and assistance and a spe- 
cial thanks to all the firefighting personnel as they play a very 
important part in your fire protection. Terrorism at the World 
Trade Center in New York made 2001 the most devastating 
year in U.S. history for firefighter, EMT and Paramedic deaths. 
Let us be thankful that we had a safe year in Wolfeboro.

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Report of Town Forest Fire Warden 


and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the 
State of New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands 
cooperate and coordinate to reduce the risk of wildland 
fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your 
local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if a 
permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire 
permits are mandatory for any open burning unless the 
ground where the burning is to be done (and surrounding 
areas) is completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 
227 L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of 
the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable 
by fines up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also 
liable for all fire suppression costs. Open burning is a privi- 
lege, NOT a right. Help us to protect you and our forest 
resource! Build small brush piles that can be quickly 
burned and extinguished. 

New Hampshire experienced over 940 wildland fires in 
2001. Most of the fires were human caused. Due to dry 
conditions fire spread quickly impacting more than 20 
structures. Homeowners can help protect their homes by 
maintaining adequate green space around the house and 
make sure that the house number is correct and visible.

Director’s Report 


As we reflect on the events of the past fifty-two weeks, the 
snow season with its’ many operational activities was most 
challenging. It seemed every week our crews were dealing 
with substantial amounts of either ice or snow. Even the roofs 
of the town buildings became a major snow loading concern. 
It is not very often we see our highway crews removing 
two/three feet of snow “from the rafters.” 

For the first time during my tenure | had to deal with a 
“default budget.” The majority of the department’s highway 
recurrent paving program was knocked out! However, the 
crews responded with that special effort to keep on “Striving 
For Excellence”. Numerous catch basins and drain pipes were 
replaced. The old drainage “headache” on Railroad Ave. was 
corrected by Doug and his special “ditch” crew. We welcomed 
Keith Brown and Earl Keniston Jr. our new highway replace- 
ment members. 

The Lary/Bassett Roads complex project was finalized and 
completed. The neighborhood citizens appeared to welcome 
the fifty (50’) foot right-of-way, new drainage, and reconstruct- 
ed paved roads. Another major completed facilities project 
was the Crescent Lake Dam. Surprisingly, many people have 
visited the site to insure its’ existence for the next sixty years. 
Both bridge projects, Whitten Neck and College Road, have 
progressed well through the final design stages. It appears 
construction could commence in 2002 provided there are no 
right-of-way hitches. The design phase for water, sewer, 
roads, drainage, and sidewalk work of King, Mill, and Varney 
has some related issues. At this time King Street may be the 
only 2002 capital project. 

The Solid Waste Facility continues to function with its’ 
many activities. Sarah Silk has actively pursued the new con- 
struction of a Household Hazardous Waste Site and Building. 
This could come to fruition in 2002. Two major equipment 
pieces were purchased by the department. The Solid Waste 
Facility received a new compactor. The Highway Division 
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replaced a brush tractor with appropriate cutting implements. 

Behind our operational activities, the “Always There” peo- 
ple, Fleet, Water Treatment, Waste Water Treatment, 
Administrative, and Facilities contributed their special efforts. 
The many activities that challenge our Department of Public 
Works have been met with vigor and a “can do” attitude. 

After three plus decades of work, Sonny Swinerton has 
announced his retirement in June of 2002. Also another mem- 
ber of the Water & Sewer Department, Paul Hurley, plans to opt 
for this stage of life.

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Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Report 


Saturday, July 28th, 27 lakes region communities attended 9 
sites for the safe disposal of hazardous household products. 
The Lakes Region Planning Commission and the NH Dept. of 
Environmental Services work in cooperation with the towns to 
organize and fund the annual collection. The Wolfeboro Public 
Works Garage hosted 309 cars representing 378 households 
from Alton, Brookfield, Ossipee, Tuftonboro, and Wolfeboro. 
Sixty percent had attended previously, with the remainder utiliz- 
ing the program for the first time. When surveyed, 224 desired 
more frequent opportunities to dispose of their hazardous prod- 
ucts. The LRPC, NHDES, Wolfeboro Board of Selectmen, and | 
have been actively pursuing plans in response to that request 
for more than a year. 

Essential to the collection are the loyal repeat volunteers and 
the new faces filling out questionnaires and directing traffic:

Assoc. watershed 
study information relative to clean water and environmental 
issues. Pastries were provided for the volunteers by Bread-n- 
Roses. 

Thank you to everyone involved for their help and atten- 
dance. The annual regional event will be held July 27, 2002. It is 
reasonable and prudent to provide more than just 3 hours in a 
year for the safe and responsible disposal of common, yet 
incompatible, household products, which prove to be haz- 
ardous when randomly combined in the trash. Many of you are 
unable to attend the last Saturday in July. Supporting the 2002 
budget request will enable Wolfeboro to offer the additional col- 
lection days from spring through fall that so many of you have 
requested.

The continued building growth within our service area has 
prompted another busy year for the Electric Department. 
Projects for the year included the connection of 76 new ser- 
vices, 53 service upgrades, completion of 60 system improve- 
ment projects, and the response to 5/0 general service 
requests from our customers.

The capital improvement projects for the year included the 
second phase of the Forest Road line reconstruction and the 
purchase of voltage regulators.

The Power Plant generator (#1120) received extensive 
repairs this past fall including a complete engine overhaul. | 
would like to thank the power plant staff for their added work 
effort in assisting Fairbanks Morse with this project. 

Initial plans and actions were undertaken for the Electric 
Department to move into the former Armory Building on 
Middleton Road. This included clean-up of the site, a site sur- 
vey, septic system design and development of a plan for the 
site review process.

We are in need of 
affordable housing or more apartments. There are so many 
clients that cannot afford their own rent or mortgages. We’ve 
spent along this year $22,178.17 in rental assistance. We need 
to put our thoughts together and find a solution to this prob- 
lem, and cut down on our homeless in our town. We provided 
$1,487.70 in food vouchers this year. I’ve seen more clients in 
the last few months because of them losing their jobs. I’m 
grateful for continuing support of our local food pantry. | would 
like to see our pantry opened twice a week instead of once. | 
think there is a great need for this. Nobody ever needs to be 
without food. Call Marge Glidden at Life Ministries (569-0202). 
We’ve also have spent around $3,773 in other assistance, 
including fuel, medicines. We have a new prescription program 
at Huggins Hospital. Anybody in need of this program, please 
call Terri Hooper at Huggins Hospital for more information at

The Carroll County Community Contact office is a private, non- 
profit Community Center for Family Services and Referrals that 
was established in 1984, operating from our base at 5 Folsom 
Road, Center Ossipee, New Hampshire.

The Carroll County Community Contact office has provided ser- 
vices for 1334 of Wolfeboro’s citizens, processing 179 fuel applica- 
tions, 50 being elderly, 395 receiving fuel benefits and 710 other 
Community Action Programs. We have also provided 2055 meals 
for Wolfeboro residents served at the Wolfeboro Dinner Bell, held 
weekly at All Saints Episcopal Church, Wolfeboro, New Hampshire. 

TRI-COUNTY COMMUNITY ACTION HAS SPENT $235,066.47 
ON WOLFEBORO CITIZENS

Community Contact is dependent upon funding from your town 
and neighboring communities county-wide to provide necessary 
services for the less fortunate citizens in our communities. The 
local funds are combined with the Community Services Block 
Grant, Fuel Assistance, New Hampshire Emergency Shelter Grant, 
Homeless Programs, EFSP, McKinney, and private and corporate 
benefactors. We also are the conduit through which the USDA 
Surplus Food is distributed to the 10 food pantries and 3 dinner 
bells a group home and a nursing home throughout Carroll County 
in order to serve our residents.

The Wolfeboro Department of Parks and Recreation serves 
the greater Wolfeboro community and guests through public 
facilities and programs and collaboration with community orga- 
nizations. 

In October of 2001, the Department said good bye to Judy 
Drew as the Assistant Director for Parks and Recreation. Judy 
has worked for the Town of Wolfeboro on a seasonal basis 
starting in 1990 as the Summer Activity Program supervisor 
and then in a full time capacity as the Assistant Director for 
Parks and Recreation for the last seven years.

She has touched many lives in our commu- 
nity through programming, mentoring staff members and 
interns, as well as serving as a role model.

WINTER 
At the Pop Whalen Arena, the Wolfeboro She Wolves 
Women’s hockey team continues to enjoy a strong member- 
ship and added a Junior She Wolves program this year. The 
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Arena currently has 420 season pass holders and the arena 
serves over 300 public skater visits each week. The Abenaki 
Ski Area truly enjoyed the abundant snowfall in the first three 
months of 2001. The area opened on January 11 and remained 
open for 40 days and recorded 1333 skier visits. Funds had 
been budgeted to do a feasibility study to explore the options 
for the future of the Abenaki Ski Area, which would have 
included snowmaking, tubing, and other options however, the 
money was eliminated due to the default budget. The abun- 
dant snowfall allowed for cross country skiing which started on 
January 1, 2001 and continued with excellent conditions 
through April 5th. The total nordic skier visits were estimated at 
over 850. The new trail that was extended off of the Abenaki 
loop “Pike’s Pasture Trail, was enjoyed by many of our regular 
customers. 


SPRING AND SUMMER 

Concentrating on positive youth sports experiences, spring 
and fall coaches training was provided for t-ball, softball and 
soccer. The Department is affiliated with the National Alliance 
for Youth Sports which provides coaches certification for vol- 
unteer coaches. The training is open for all recreation depart- 
ment coaches, as well as, all private league coaches. Parks 
and Recreation Programs and events are the direct result of 
volunteer participation. The spring sale of home composting 
bins was a great success thanks to the Wolfeboro Garden 
Club. Also the homeowner seminars featuring home compost- 
ing, residential landscape design and integrative pest manage- 
ment were very well received. Watch for more new programs 
this spring! The Clark Museum Complex was successfully 
added to the New Hampshire State register of historic places 


and we hope to achieve a listing on the National Register in 
2002. The Granite Man Triathlon celebrated its 20th 


Anniversary in August and the Wickers Turkey Trot reached its 
10th Anniversary thanks to all of our sponsors. 


PARKS AND PROJECTS 


On a saddening note, parks and facilities continue to experi- — 
ence an increase in vandalism. Benches in Cate Park have | 
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been vandalized, the Tennis Hut was broken into on several 
occasions and lit on fire. Park staff members Kathy Rankin and 
Ricky LaPointe work hard to keep the public grounds and 
parks well groomed, the plants watered, and the operations 
running to support all of the facilities and programs.

Wolfeboro Public Library 
Report of Trustees - 2001 


A major function of New Hampshire Library Trustees is 
the hiring of a Library Director. It doesn’t happen very often. 
In Wolfeboro, it hasn’t happened in 22 years. But in 
September of this year, LOUISE GEHMAN, our Library 
Director, advised us of her wish to retire on January 13th, 
2002. The Board had to set up a procedure for hiring a new 
Director. We established a job description of what we want- 
ed in a new director, advertised the position in The 
American Library Association, New England and New 
Hampshire Library Associations (on e-mail and internet) and 
ran newspaper ads. We set up a Search Committee con- 
sisting of Gene Goodwin, Candy Thayer, and myself from 
the Trustees and added a few others. Laura Poole repre- 
senting the Friends of the Library; Wendy Heard, Volunteers; 
Jan Brooks, School Principal; and Shirley Ganem, 
Selectman representing the Town. Their job was to 1) review 
all applications received 2) determine who would be inter- 
viewed by the Search Committee 3) recommend those to 
be interviewed by the Trustees for appointment as the new 
Director. Four were interviewed, two recommended to the 
Trustees and the unanimous choice was CYNTHIA SCOTT, 
Library Director for the Rochester New Hampshire Library. 

Ms. Scott has over twenty years of progressively 
responsible library experience including eight years as the 
Director of the Rochester Public Library, Rochester, New 
Hampshire. During her tenure with Rochester, she oversaw 
a $2,000,000 expansion and renovation of the library build- 
ing, and was actively involved in a $363,000 fund drive with 
the “Friends”. She planned and implemented an extensive 
automation project that made the collection available 
through the Library Web Page and enabled the delivery of 
many library services through the Internet. Her previous 
experience includes positions as Reference Librarian and 
Adult Services Librarian at the Rochester and Circulation 
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Manager at the Jones Library in Amherst, Massachusetts. 
She holds a BA in English from the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst and a Master of Library Science 
from the University of Rhode Island. She will assume her 
position as Director on February 19th, 2002. 

Other achievements include the INSTALLATION OF AN 
ELECTRIC EYE COUNTER inside the front doors to better 
monitor patron usage. Recorded daily, we can analyze 
days, weeks, months, and yearly use. Our thanks to trustee 
Warren Clarke and Hall Christopher of N. Wolfeboro for the 
installation. 

We have our NEW OUTDOOR LIBRARY SIGN, larger 
and more visible and readable: designed by Ginny Perry of 
N. Wolfeboro and made by Hilltop Sign Shop of Tuftonboro. 
Again Trustee Clarke oversaw this project. 

Our library continues to grow and through book, audio, 
video and CD purchases, address the needs of our patrons. 
We have added computers, software and other hi-tec 
equipment to meet these needs. In an era of home comput- 
ers, TV’s and the Internet, it is interesting to note the 
Wolfeboro Public Library’s CIRCULATION continues to 
grow: 1998 - 95,650; 1999 - 102,639; 2000 - 103,441 and 
2001 - 105,294. We are a leading library in many statistics 
reported by the state for our size, a tribute to Louise and a 
dedicated staff. A word of praise to the LIBRARY STAFF 
that has and is performing so very well in this transition 
period. Well done! Our thanks also to the Friends and the 
volunteers for their contribution to the success of our 
library. 

In closing we the Trustees and Alternate Trustees wish 
to genuinely thank LOUISE GEHMAN for her many contri- 
butions to the growth and soundness of our library. We wish — 
her the very best in her future life. |

In addition four informa- 
tional seminars on planning for college for middle and high 
school students and adults were held on four consecutive 
Monday evenings. 

Our children’s programs featured singer/storyteller Judy 
Pancoast in March, sponsored by the Nicole Jutras Fund of the 
NH Charitable Fund and Ha’Penny Theatre in November. A 
six-week babysitting class started in March, and our annual 
“Turn Off the Tube” week was held the third week in April with 
special after school activities. The summer reading program, 
“Octupi Your Mind,” attracted 92 independent readers and 46 
“read-to-me’” children. Julie and Brownie were the special 
entertainment at the end of summer party. 

At the Friends of the Library annual meeting in January 
Lawrence Douglas of Plymouth State College presented a 
slide/lecture on “World War Il New Hampshire.” The 
Lighthouse Preservation Society presented a program in April, 
“On the Lighthouse Trail.” The 18th annual Book & Author 
Luncheon featured authors Tom Eslick, Terry Farish, and 
Michael C. White. Their annual book sale, held the last day of 
June, was the most successful ever. The July program was 
mentioned above. In September Dr. Allan Lohaus discussed 
how to take better pictures, and the November program fea- 
tured Bruce McCracken, a local teacher, who spent three 
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weeks in Japan on a Fulbright grant, and showed his mar- 
velous slides of Japan. 

The Friends of the Library purchased two baby changing 
stations for each of the public bathrooms this year. They also 
purchased more refrigerator magnets with library hours to give 
to patrons. They paid for children’s books from the 
“Enchantment of the World” series. The Friends sponsored the 
children’s summer reading program, paying not only for sup- 
plies for the game, but also the prizes and the entertainment. 
Library passes to the Christa McAuliffe Planetarium, the 
Squam Lakes Natural Science Center, the New Hampshire 
Farm Museum, the Wright Museum, and the New Hampshire 
Antique & Classic Boat Museum were all purchased by the 
Friends. The Governor Wentworth Arts Council purchased a 
library pass to the Currier Gallery of Art in Manchester, and the 
Libby Museum donated two library passes. 

Our internet use continues to grow. Although only two 
computers are available for internet use, 1,607 hours were 
logged in 2001 for internet use which is free for those who 
have a Wolfeboro Public Library card. 

We continue to have faithful volunteers who are extremely 
helpful to our staff. John Magee duplicates tapes of the 
GRANITE STATE NEWS which are recorded by Sara Lauer. 
John has been doing this for more years than the library direc- 
tor has been here. Wendy Heard, Carolyn Rechel, Glenn 
Hogan, and Mary Harting are our regular volunteers who help 
shelve library materials. They have given many hours to the 
library. 

In addition to our regular staff-Barbara Widmer, Children’s 
Librarian; Marilyn McBride, Interlibrary Loan; Joyce Davis, 
responsible for overdues; Jane Carville, who prepares new 
books for the shelves and does mending; Janet Williams, who 
usually works at the front desk; Denise Thayer, cataloging; and 
Tim Anderson, shelver; we hired Jennifer Rich and Wendy 
Heard to fill in from January through May when one staff mem- 
ber was out on long-term disability. They are all extremely 
experienced and willing to serve you. 
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This is my last full year as Director as | am retiring January 
13, 2002. | have fully enjoyed my position, working with won- 
derful staff and Boards, both Trustees and Friends, and partic- 
ularly with you the public. Thanks to all of you for a fulfilling 22 
years as Library Director.

2001 Annual Report 


Once again the Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
responded to the environmental concerns of the Town’s citi- 
zens. 

The Commission field inspected thirty-seven (87) Dredge & 
Fill applications for the New Hampshire Wetlands Bureau and 
submitted its recommendations to assist the Bureau in making 
their decisions. The applications were requests for docks, 
boat ramps, beaches, dug-in boathouses, culverts, repairs to 
existing structures and the dredging and filling of wetlands. 
Field inspections and reports, when requested, were prepared 
for the Planning Board, Town Planner and Codes Officer. 

The Commission negotiated with a conservationist to pur- 
chase his 85 acres near the Fernald Station. The Willey Brook 
flows through the property. Transfer of the title to occur in 
March 2002. The purchase will include an easement adjacent 
to the railroad right-of-way for the use of parking, trail improve- 
ments, etc. 

Maintenance and improvements were performed at Ellie’s 
Woodland Walk, Whitten Neck Conservation Area and the 
Front Bay Conservation Area as needed. 

My thanks and appreciation to the members for their sup- 
port and commitment to Wolfeboro’s environment and to Rob 
Houseman for his continued support and guidance when 
needed.
